A story has been going the rounds 


of the state press to the effect (hat 
seventeen hundred negroes would 
be 


employed by the contractors who will 
construct the Lower Truckee canal. 
State Hydrographer Taylor states that 
this is doubtless a mistake. 
The ne- 


groes will not be, brought here if white 
men can be secured for the work. 
Under the terms of the contract the 
work must be finished within eighteen 
months.

The federal laws preclude the em- 


ployment of Mongolians but do not bar 
negroes. 
However, there is no cer* 


tainty that seventeen hundred negroes 
will be imported and probably there 
will be very few of them employed 
on the work. 
A strong protest will 


go forth if there are any importations 
from the south. The people of Nevada 
would rather have the work on the 
canal deferred a year or two than an 
undesirable class of people brought 
her-e. 


Should the negroes be imported, the 


citizens, in their present temper, would 
most certainly aid the spirit of the 


law, 
if not the letter, in the preser- 


vation of order and the protection of 
the women of this state.

some lot of specimens from the new". 
strike east of Reno. They were, sent 
by John Urban, who owns an interest 
in the principal locations. Mr. Urban 
writes as follows about the find:; 


This formation 
is different from ; 


anything I ever saw before. 
On the 


new strike the ground has soft side 
walls. 
The ledges are separated by 


a peculiar green rock similar to that 
found in Olinghouse gulch. Slate lies 
about twenty feet from the ledges. 
The porphyry in the quartz matter i» 
generally white and crumbling. The- 
white porphyry is seamless, but con- 
tains green spots. 
On the opposite 


side of the ledges from the slate is 
yellow porphyry. It has quarts seams 
in it that are rich in free go HI, which 
is more plentiful In proportion than 
in the ledges themselves.

porphyry is crushed and washed

quartz shows very plainly.

for his subject the national shortcom- 
ings as regards the teaching of science. 
He Intends to prove by the means of 
statistics of British industries that the 
national life is generally suffering very 
seriously from the neglect of science 
.in education i. e., for want of..proper- 
ly equipped modern universities, which 
are less numerous and efficient than 
those of the United States or Germany. 
'Great Britain therefore, must submit 
to being outstripped, or have state aid 
commensurate with what has been giv- 
en to other countries.

which the government was obliged to purchase under the 
la-vv some years ago, and this will bring to an end the coin- 
age, of the silver dollar. There are about 50,000,000 of these 
in the treasury vaults, though only about 72,000,000 in cir- 
culation. There are 45,000,000, one-dollar silver certificates 
in circulation and against each one a silver dollar stands 
ready for its redemption. They have made a very popular 


* and convenient form of currency and the question of a 
substitute will now have t obe taken up. Another matter 
in the same general line of consideratioi will be that of 
subsidiary coins, the dimes, quarters and halves. The met- 
al has .hitherto been taken from the bullion on hand, and 
with its exhaustion the question arises -whether the Di- 
rector of the mint has authority to purchase more for this 
particular purpose. The treasury has only a compara- 
tively small supply of such coin on hand, while the demand 
for it is growing constantly heavier, and will be particu- 
larly pressing this fall; so unless the secretary of the 
treasury decides that this authority exists there is likely 
to be an embarassing- shortage of small change. The law 
passed by the last congress removing the $106,000,000 
limit of coinage and leaving it to the treasury evidently 
did not take into account the bullion situation and so did 
not make its terms as to how the raw material for meet- 
ing the country's needs in this respect was to be obtained. 
Whatever action may be taken by the Republican con- 
gress in the matter it is safe to predict that the claims 
of sliver will give as little recognition of silver as possible 
in the solution of the subsidiary coin problem. 


A 


FTER the election in Ohio we may know more than

Ing for months for the gubernatorial nomination was eas- 
ily defeated by Tom Johnson. Clark endorsed for a can- 
-tlidate for the United Slates senate, is a single standard 
democrat but had the strong support of Johnson who 
urged that his set vices to the party in Ohio in the past 
•Cour years were such as the party coulcl not ignore. Clarke 
•made a speech nominating Johnson for governor and made 
a severe attack on Hanna and Republican policies. 


Such union as thib would appear to prestige hai mony. 


'Silver men and gold men endorsed by the same convention 
and both supporters of Bryan. Yet there are already 
-signs of trouble Bryan men throughout the State are said 
to be indignant at the inclors ment of Clark and announce 
their purpose to de-feat him. On the other hand gold men 
refuse to be pl'acated by the honors given to Clarke and 
refuse to work for the ticket because of the platform. 


Here we have on a small scale the conditions that will 


confront the Democratic pai ty of the country. The ex- 
tremists of both wings ate irreconcilable. The gold men! 
insist on the abandonment oE past platforms and the sil- 
ver men, even if they do not insist on the indorsement of 
the Bryan platforms, will oppose any honors being given 
to gold men whom they justly hold responsible for the 
present plight of the party. 


Happily, the Democratic party as a whole is not made 


up of extremists. The great majority of the members are 
•sane and sensible. 
If the extremists do not control all 


will be well 
Ho\s It \\ill be in Ohio we can only guess. 


7f the Irreconcllablus aie strong enough they will insure 
the defeat of the ticket. If they can be induced to sink 
their prejudices, the Republican majority will be largely 
cut down if not absolutely removed. Eastern conserva- 
tive papers are denouncing the convention as a crazy quilt 
tiffalr and predict ignomaneous defeat. Democratic papers 
Erom th& middle west viewing the matter from their stand- 
point appear hopeful of the result. One hopeful sign is 
the fact that Mr Bryan indorses thp action of the con- 
vention and will canvass the State in behalf of the en- 
tire ticket. 


If this brand of haj mony will not produce good results 


in Ohio we must not expect that it will work well In the 
country at large. In that event the wisdom of the party 
will be called upon to decide whether to try some other 
means of securing harmony or to allow the party to con- 
tinue in Its present disorganized condition 
The lesson in 


Ohio will be an important one.
